England. 

LONDON, May 13.—The Times says: Thecon- 
clusion of the winisterial statement relative to 
Tunis, made inthe French Chambers yester- 
day, will be received throughout Europe with 
unmixed amazement. Every political section 
in England agrees that the reasons for the ex- 
pedition advanced by the French Minister of 
Foreign Affairs are the merest pretexts, and 
that the real reasons which the latter part o 
his circular reveals are unworthy of any State 
that protesses to be guided in its international 
relations by the ordinary rules of morality. It 
would be idle to pretend that the action of 
France will not somewhat weaken the sym 
pathy and triendship entertainea towards her 
by England. In all the dificult negotiations 
which marked the concluding stages of the 
Eastern question England received no help 
from France. The Greck question was danger- 
ously compromised by her withdrawal at a 
eritical stage. The new tariff is justly regarded 
with great disfavor. We sincerely hope diplo- 
matic and commercial friction of this kind will 
lead to no permanent unfriendliness between 
the two countries. 

But there is no denving that France has 
done berselt harm with English public 
opinion by the Tunis affair. Itis not the feel- 
ing of jealousy, commercial or political, that 
produces this result, but one of concern that a 
nation which seemed to have entered upon a 
better path should allow itself tobe turned by 
fancied commercial interests into a course not 
in accordance with the best traditions of the 
public law. 

THE LAND BILL. 

LONDON, Mary i3.—It is stated that, owing to 
Forster’s declarations at Bradford against 
amending the land bill, several lrish members 
who voted against Parnell at the recent Home 
Rule meetung have informed him they now 
consider themselves bound by the decision of 
the meeting and will abstain from voting on 
the second reading of the bill.

TREATY SIGNED. 

TUNIS, May 13.—Rouston yesterday asked 
the Bey to grant an audience to Gen Breard. 
The Bey fixed 4 o’clock in the afternoon as 
the time forthe interview. Gen. Breard pro- 
ceeded tothe Bardo and read tothe Bey the 
textotthe treaty in ten articles, the prin-

in Tunis, charged to watch the execution of 
thetreaty. The Bey asked until 9 o*clock in 
the evening for consideration, but he signed 
the treaty at S O clock. lie requested that the 
French troops should not enter Tunis, but the 
French had no intention ot taking that step. 
The interview between the Bey and Gen. Breard 
wus marked by great courtesy and friendliness 
on both sides. It is believed Rouston will be 
appointed French Minister Resident. 


France.

THE FRANCO-TUNISIAN TREATY. 

PARIS, May 13.—In the Senate Premier Fer- 
ry announced thatthe Franco-Tunisian treaty 
vas signed yesterday. It assures to 
France the right to occupy the positions which 
the French military deem necessary for the 
maintenance of order and security of 
the frontier and coast. Fiance  guar- 
antees the Bey security of person, 
State and dynasty, and the maintainance of 
actually existing treavies between the Regency 
and European powers, the Bey not to con- 
clude any new international Convention 
withouta previous understanding with France. 
The French diplomatic agents abroad will be 
charged with the protection of Tunisian inter- 
ests. The financial system of Tunis 
will be regulated by France 
in concert with the Bey to secure the better 
working of the administration of regency a 
Subsequent convention will determine the 
amount and mode of collection of the war 
indemnity to be levied upon the rebellious 
tribes and guaranteed by Tunis. The Bey un- 
dertakes to prohibit the importation of 
arms and ammunition on the 
coast south of Tunis. tesa | said 
the text will shortly be submitted. fe hoped 
the Chambers will ratify the treaty which guar- 
antees the security of French interests and at- 
tainsthe object for which the expedition was 
undertaken, 


South Africa, 

LONDON, May 13.—A dispatch from New Cas- 
tle, Natal says: There has been ajbattle near 
Lichtenburg between the Caffre chiefs, Mon- 
tesia and'Mocaba. The latter, whois a friend 


of the Boers and who was defeated with heavy 
loss, Says his adversary was assisted by sixty 
Europeans. It is reported the Boers are pre- 
paring to assist Mocaba. It has been arrang- 
ed that a British officer shall go to warn both 
parties to abstain from hostilities. 

THE BASUTOS. 

CAPE Town, May 13.—There has been fighting 
between the Basutos and Colonial troops at 
Palmietfontain. The Colonial loss is trifling.

PLANING MILL BURNED. 


Two Sections of the Fly-Wheel Thrown an 
Immense Distance. 


INDIANAPOLIS, May 13.—Hill’s planing mill, 
corner of Georgia and East street, burned this 
morning about9 a.m. The building was close- 


ly packed with lumber in all degrees of manu- 
facture. The yard was full of piles of lumber.

Bristow, Everett P. Wheeler and others. Jay 
Gould and Dr. Narvin Green were early in at- 
tendance, and willbe called as witnesses. It 
is thought the trial will occupy the attention 
of the court over two weeks.

The Latest News About the Rob- 
ertson Nomination. 


Senate—Nominations — Confirmations— 
Plans of the Republican Senators 
—Capital Gossip. 


Republican Caucus, 
WASHINGTON, May 13.—The Republican cau- 
cus met this morning but the Senators were 
slow in reachiug the Capitol on account of the 
hot weather; hardly more than half of the 
Republican Senators were present. The talk 


resumed about the same line asthe last can- 
cus that the Republican Senators will do 
all in their power to prevent any 
bad feelin over the Robertson case; 
thatthey will endeavor to settle it without 
leaving anything to follow. The proceedings 
were interrupted by a session of the Senate, 
and it was understood that the caucus meet 
again this afternoon unless executive business 
should keep the Senate in session too late. 
It is now understood that the Senate 
will adjourn in time for the caucus to 
meet by twoo’clock. Efforts to get the recon- 
sideration of the Senate’s confirmation of Mat- 
thews failed. The Senators who voted for 
him all stickto him, and since the executive 
session began the Western Associated Press 
— 5 been informed by three Senators 
that a reconsideration will not be ee

No motoin was entered atto-day’s execu- 
tive session, as it was rumored there would be 
for reconsideration of vote by which ex 
Senator Matthews was yesterday conhrmed 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court. 

During the conference attention was 
called to facts which have quite generally 
been lost sight of; that the 
action taken by the caucus last week in regard 
to contested cases extended no further than 
fo provide that they should not be 
brought before the Senate until after 
clearing the docket of the uncontested busi- 
ness, and various Senators to-day an- 
nounced that from and after the 
time when this clearance shall be 
effected, which is apparently very near at 
hand, they will not enter into any agreement 
or understanding in regard to any contested 
nominations, but will themselves move 
for prompt action on allsuch cases in accor- 
dance with their individual judg- 
ments, and restricted only by the 
rules of the Senate. In view of these 
announcements it is considered improbable 
that any attempt will be made to obtain cau- 
cus action on the subject, and 
unless the controversey, in regard 
to Robertson's nomination be averted by some 
other means it will doubtless be brought before 
the Senate soon after the intervening business 
shall have been disposed of. The caucus to- 
day adjourned, subject to the call of the chair- 
man. 


Political Potpourri. 
WASHINGTON, May 13.—No motion or sug- 
gestion of reconsidering Stanley Matthews’ 
case wasmade in the executive session to-day, 
and the confirmation now stands as final. 
The Republican caucus which adjourned the 
subject tothe call of the chair did not meet 


again this afternoon,as the Republicans finally 
concluded notto hoid another caucus before 
Monday. In the caucus it is proposed to re- 
py set Senator from the’ former caucus 
rule and let each vote as he may see fit on the 
Robertson case, but as a number of 
Senators were absent it was decided 
not to press this to a vote. There were Sena- 
tors who still talked eompromise, but the ma- 
jority did not agree with them. It was virtu- 
ally agreed that as the Robertson case cannot 
come up until next weck, the caucus need not 
force a decision on it, but would 
postpone the contest, if one must 

| come, until it must take place. The sense of 
the caucus was still decidedly in favor of the 
President. 

Chandler’s nomination has not yet been re- 
ported to the Senate from the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. The Western Associated Press report- 
er has ascertained that while the Republican 
caucus took no affii mative action on the prop- 
osition that the Senators will not hereafter be 
bound by the former caucus rule, that it was 
virtually adopted. The position taken by the 
advocates of confirmation of Robertson was 

that the former caucus agreed to consider 
unconteste d nomfnations; first, that these 
have all been disposed of and now the con- 
tested nominations must be taken up and 
something must be done to relieve the Sena- 
tors who want to vote for Robertson for goin 
against the caucus dearee. lt was agree 
that hereafter the Senators may vote as they 
individually choose, but as a number of Sena 
tors were absent another caucns will be held 
for more definite action by a vote if the absen- 
tees desire it.

Detective Frank 
Erskine is the latest victim of the irregular 
and uncertain moods of Chief McDonough. 


Erskine while connected with the department 
was recognized as a valuable man. When the 
St. Louis and St. Francisco people were look- 
ing round for somebody to clean out several 
nests of crooked characters, making trouble 
for travelers, they selected erskine. 
Ile was given indefinite leave of absence from 
the force and entered the service of the com- 
pany. His success has been something re- 
markable. Within afew months this danger- 
ous element which had caused the railway 

eople so much trouble was driven off. Re: 

rte of robberies and confidence operations 

tween St. Louis und Eureka. Springs and 
other places on the line decreased in frequen- 
ey until now no route affords better protec- 
tion than this. The detective did not stop with 
the breaking up of the organixed gangs, but 
introduced a system which some other railroad 
companies might copy with good effect. 


Knowing the customs of the police depart- 


ment, Erskine conceived the idea of getting 
duplicates of the pictures of confidence, three 
card monte nien and others who make a spec- 
ialty of working trains which run into and out 
of St. Louis. In this he was encouraged by 
General Manager Rogers, and the road came 
into the possession of arogue's gallery. When- 
ever the police department made an addition 
te the picture of this class, Erskine 
obtained a loan for an hour or two and had 
comes made, which were given to the conduc- 
tors on St. Louis and San Francisco trains. In 
this way the Officials of the road were all posted 
as to the faces of those who prey on simple 
travelers and were enabled to prevent fleecing. 
Yesterday Detective Erskine heard of a new 
picture at the Four Courts, and 
believed it was that of a man who 
had been trying to work one of the com- 
sany’s trains; He went to headquarters 
in accordance with his custom and asked for 
the usualfavor. The Chief replied very gruf- 
fly ‘*No, sir; youtcan get nothing more up 
nere,“ The detective gentiy reminded the 
Chief that though in the employ of the railroad 
company he still co-operated in every way 
possible with the Police Department. He ex- 
plained the use he made ofthe brief loan of 
the picture and tried to convince the Chief that 
it was in the interest of law and order to main- 
tain the system which the St. Louis and San 
Francisco Company had inaugurated. The 
Chief only grew the harsher, blurting out in 
his most disagreeable tone, ‘‘You can’t have 
anything, Itell you. Sam. Cupples is the only 
man who has the say aboutthe Rogues’ Gal- 
Jery.” Erskine walked out wholly at a loss to 
understand the Chief’s bad temper and stupid 
reason for the refusal. The Vice-President 
has a good deal to carry inthe present organ-

THE BOOTBLACKS. 


How “Jerry” is Revolutionizing 
the Gamins. 


A Revolt Against the Despotism of 
Dutch Hiney. 5 


The bootblacks have joined in the movement 
for human rights. They have formed a union and 
have petitioned for membership in the Trades 
Assembly, and have formally put themselves 
on record as being ‘‘agin’’ capital, monopo- 
lies, and all the other enemies of the human 
race. The movement has grown out 
of the despotism of Dutch Hiney, 
and is more of a revolution than 
a strike. The former potentate is being pushed 
from his throne and Peg-leg Jerry is taking 
up the reins of power. Jerry is the ugiiest 
boy that ever scared a baby into 
spasms. His face is built upon a 
more ample and generous plan than the bal- 
ance of his body, and its broad surface is map- 


ped out with the — and hollows of a hard 
tussle with the Variola. His mouth 
isa liberal one and itscorners are frescoed 
with the maroon humidity of the weed. Jerry’s 
heait is in the right place, however, if his face 
is a travesty on humanity, and although he 
has but one leg, he can pound round very en- 
ergetically on the one he has left. 

Jerry has been long uneasy under the thrall 
of Hinev, whom he hates and des- 
pises, and consequently he has 
thrown himself into rebellion and has rallied 
quite a number of folowers round the stand- 
ard of revolution. Jerry has conceived a vio- 
lent affection for the POST-DISPATCH office and 
he rehearses his speeches here before he 
goes out to evangelize the boys. He has rallied 
about sixty boys into the ranks of his follow- 
ers and leaving them out in the alley he drop- 
ped up stairs to report progress. 

„Je got 'em down there just as unani- 
mous as a box er sardines, down in the alley,’’ 
he remarked generally for the benetit of the 
crowd, ‘‘I’ve got em and we'll down Hiney

KILMAINHAM GAOL. 


The Prison in Which Trish Patriots Are 
Confined—Fenian Boyton. 
Dublin Correspondence Chicago Times. 

The prison in which the Irish prisoners are 
confined for offenses under the coercion act 
is outside of the city limits, although the streets 
are solidly built out to and beyond the build- 
ing. It fs an irregular structure of gray 
stone, and was anything but inviting under 
the scowling sky and beating rain. I was 
anxious to see my compatriot and whilom ac- 

uaintance, Boyton; and my curiosity was 

urther stimulated by a remark which had 
falien from the lips of a young Irish barber, 
as he applied, with great vigor, something 
like a piece of hoop-iron across my face at 
the hotel in the morning before I started on 
my tour of inspection. We had discussed 
the situation for some time, until finally there 
had come up the matter of the imprisonment 
of the Land Leaguers. 

„wish to Jasus they’d lock me up. I don’t 
want anything better than they’re havin’ in 
there!“ said he as he proceeded to draw blood 
in a new place. It's far Detther than lath- 
erin’ chins in this ould shell. Be Jasus, I 
wish they wud lock me up; that ud do me!“ 

The windows are all barred and grated, 
and some stalwart constables promenaded 
in front ofthe building. The main entrance 
consists of a pair of wooden doors, heavily 
studded with nails and protected in front by 
a substantial grating of iron. Reaching be- 
tween a couple of the bars of iron, my com- | 
panion gave a light alarm with au iron knock- 
er. Presently a smail panel in the wood slid 
back, and a pair of eyes anda nose became 
Visible ut the aperture. My escort said he 
wished to see Mr. So-and-so; and that a gen- 
tleman connected with the American press 
Wished tosee Boyton. We handed in our 
ecards; the apertures suddenly closed without 
u word of reply. We waited around inthe 
raifMtor half an hour, and the aperture in the 
door sucdenuly yawned, and the eyes and the 
nose came once more tothe front. “Ye’!ll be 
allowed in, but yve’ll haveto wait till the 
other visitors have gone,“ and thereupon the 
panel closed again. 

And then we commenced waiting. Every 
twenty minutes the door would open and 
somebody would come out—sometimes i 
woman iu mourning, 2 voung girlor a man. 
Meanwhile a large van drove up to the front 
of the entrance und there waited. It was 
Jaden with mattresses, cots, blankets, chairs, 
loking glasses and other things, all in the na- 
ture of things comfortable, and many of them 
in the nature of things luxurious. Thev were 
for the prisoners, my escort said; and then 
we agreed that so far as comfort was concern- 
ed the prisoners might be in a worse place 
than Kilmainham “yaol.”’ ¥ 

It was full two hours after ourarrival when 
the door opened and we were told to enter. 
Wewent into quite alarge room in which 
there were plenty of chairs; why we had not 
been invited to come in there and wait in- 
stead of being obliged to stand around out- 
sice in the rain I do not know. Perhaps, 
however, the vision of a m2n with a slouched 
hat and a dark complemion gave rise to fears 
of the arrival of an American contingent from 
the States, and hence the necessity of great 

recaution. I was even surprised that they 
et the party of two in all at the same time; it 
Wis certainly an exhibition of the greatest 
temerity on the part of the guardians of the 
**oaol,” and goes to show that they are lax in 
the performance of their duty. 

Precautions were taken when we had once 
rained the imside; that is, We were not 
allowed to both go in the main part of the jail 
at the same time. My companion was re- 
tained under the guard of the warder, while 
another one, a feilow of great size, probably 
selected for the emergency, was placed over 
me and escorted me to the corridors below. 
We went downa long and winding passage, 
which opened into a large, lofty, well-lighted 
room, around which rise the tiers of cells. 
The open space was occupied by several 
guurds; the prisoners were not to be seen, 
having been locked in their cells for the pur- 
pose of preventing anything like an attempt 
at rescue on mv part. I was not allowed to 
cast more than the brietest of glances over the 
apartment. 

„Go up there,“ said my guide, in a menac- 
ing voice, as he pointed to a corkscrew stair- 
case directly in front of the door by which we 
had entered. He evidently saw that I was 
looking the room over; and this, of course, 
was not irom the curiosity of a stranger, but 
was the attempt of a dangerous character to 
give some signal to the prisoners prior to an 
attempt at a forcible rescue. 

Iwentup the winding stairway until we 
reached the third or fourth tier of cells; then 
we went along the platform till we came in 
front of a cell where my guide told me to goin. 
Ididso. I found myself ina small room, be- 
hind was the door by which I had entered, 
before me Wasa heavy network of iron ex- 
tending across the entire back. Behind this 
network, and some five feet from it, was an- 
other precisely similar grating, and beyond 
that Was another space in which stood Boyton. 
There wasa gigantic warder in the space 
where | was; there was another one in the 
space between the two gratings: and they re- 
mined, heard all the conversation, and took 
good care that I did not give Boyton any files 
or jiumies. I was so far from him end the 
meshes of the iron network were so fine that 
I could not possibly have reached anything 
to Lim much shorter than a fishpole, or coars- 
crthana knitting-needle. 

About what was said I need say nothing 
further than that he was very emphatic in de- 
nying that he had done anything to warrant 
his arrest, and to request me to convey his 
remembrances to mutual acquaintances in 
England. Boyton is quite gray, but is in good 
health, and, as he says, is well treated. 

I was led swiftly out to the room at the en- 
trance, and then was permitted to sit while 
my companion Went to visit some acquaint- 
ance. ‘There were two men on duty while I 
satthere. Withtrue American freedom I 
tried to get up some conversation. I asked 
one of them how many cells there were in the 

rison. He answered gruffly that he didn’t 
cnow. Then Jasked the other how many 
political prisoners there were under lock and 
key, to which he replied gruffly that he didn’t 
know. However, while I was sitting there 
some attendants brought in the dinners ofthe 
Land-leaguers, and put them on the floor. 1 
counted thirty-six plates loaded with edibles 
and tied up with napkins somewhat as if they 
all had a bad headache. There was also thir- 
tv-five :nugs, each containing a pint of beer, 
and one which contained milk.

) A FOOL’S QUEST. 


| A vores of Discovery in Search of a 
Silver Mountain in Alaska. 
From the San Francisco Chronicie, 


Some months ago a story was published in 
the Chronicle concerning a mountain of silver 
found in Alaska by some whalers, which, at 
the time, excited much commeat and was 
regarded as worthy of Munchausen. The 
story was told a reporter by a well known 
citizen of Oakland, to whom it was related by 
Captain Galmgher. The story in brief, as 
given the reporter a few days since by Cap- 
tain Gallagher himself, is as follows: The 
last time he was in the neighborhood of 
Behring Straits Captain Gallagher ran his 
vessel up into the mouth of Fish River in 
order to produce a supply of fresh 
water. Soon after coming to anchor 
a lot of natives came to the vessel 
in canoes and wanted to trade with the 
Whites. They wished principally to trade 
salmon for tobacco, and after some palaver 
escorted the Captain and portion of the boat’s 
crew, including Mr. Ryan, the mate, about 
twenty miles up the river, which is very 
shallow, to a point where they said there was 
plenty of fresh water. While the boat’s 
crew were filling casks with water the Cap- 
tain and Mr. Ryan strolled about on shore. 
The country was almost entirely destitute of 
vegetation and wis hilly, rugged and evident- 
ly of a volcanic origin. Seeing some of the 
natives with pieces of ore which resembied 
lead, he examined it closely and came to the 
conclusion that it Was a valuable mineral of 
some kind. Pursuing his researches further 
he ascended tothe top of a bill and found 
what seemed to be a orater of a long extinct 
volcano, and with a lHat ax some of the rock 
was cut off and tiken aboard the vessel. Mr. 
Ryan then duga bole down about six feet 
and found an inexhaustible quantity of some 
kind of ore which cut as readily as lead or 
silver. 

These pieces of ore were brought to San 
Francisco and put into the hands of Captain 
Blaisdell, who had assays made. Some of 
the specimens yielded over $8,000 per ton 
and some gave jess than $2,000 per ton in sil- 
ver. The result of making this find“ kKuown 
is thatu company bas been formed in Ouk- 
land, anda schooner ciartered to make the 
vovageto Fish River, in order to test the 
richness of the reputed tind. Among those 
who are inthis company are Col. A. F. Wil- 
liams, R. B. Hurd, Mr. MecMarthv and Geo. 
King. There are ten in all who will go with 
the schooner. The vessel chartered is the 
schooner R. B. Marsh, ninety-six tons meas- 
urementand a staunch little craft, a swift 
sailer, Which will make the trip in from eigh- 
teen to twenty-five days. She is loaded with 


provisions for five months and mining im- 
plements and bailast. The crew consists of 


six seamen, including the cook, Captain Gal- 
lagher, sailing master and Mr. Ryan, mate. 
These, with the ten stockholders, will com- 
plete the outfit. It was intended to go ona 
trading voyage incase of failure as bonanza 
hunters, but that idea has been abandoned, 
and the one aim will be to fill the vessel with 
high-grade silver ore, stake out their claims, 
work them, and on their return blossom into 
bonanza kings. The result of their voyage 
will be looked for with much interest, as in 
ease they are successful a new El Dorodo 
will be opened, which will result in a rush to 
Fi-h River. The schooner will sail to-day 
from this port. |

[ RECALLING A MINE DISASTER. 


Death of John Hosie, a Coal Operator 
His Experience of Ihirty- four Years. 
Scranton (May 7) Cor. N. 1. Times. 

John Hosie, a veteran coal operator, the 
hero of the Carbondale mine disaster of 1846, 
died here to-day. He was well-known 
—— tr gly the anthracite region as a super- 
intendent of colleries, but his principal 
prominence was gained by his thrilling ad- 
venture inthe mines of the Delaware and 
Hudson Canal'Company, at the head of the 
Lackawanna Valley, thirty-six years o, 
when he was imprisoned for a week in “abe 
bowels of the earth and was given up for 
dead. The disaster occurred on the morning 
of January 12, 1846, about an hour after the 
men had gone to work. First there was a 
rumbling noise like that of distant thunder. 
and this was followed by the collapse of about 
fifty acres of mine along the mountain-side, 


ling the underground galleries with 
death and terror. Fit min- 
ers were instantly killed where 
they stood. Others were imprisoned In the 


narrow chambers, where their skeletons were 
found weeks afterward, the rats having strip- 

ed the flesh from their bones. As soon as 

Iosie recovered from the first shock of the 
collapse he found himself face downward, 
tightly wedged into a narrow crevice, with 
scarcely room enough to breathe. Being a 
man of iron will, and having had great ex- 
perience in mining matters, his first resolve 
was that he should not die without a strug- 
gle. He set to work with his fingers to pick 
his way among the debris, and when he had 
made an aperture wide enough to drag his 
body through, he wes dismayed by a violent 
commotion among the rocks around him, 
which resulted in barring his way. For the 
first time he was disheartened. He must 
have been at work twenty-four hours to earn 
that slender means of hope, and he realized a 
feeling of despair im finding it cut off. The 
grinding of the restiess rocks caused him 
fresh fear least they would finally crush him 
in his narrow resting place, It was 
with great suffering that he managed to in- 
hale some air from the crevices through 
which it was pumped by the action of the 
ragged mass overhead. A terrible thirst 
came upon him, and the only thing he had to 
allay it with was the oil in bis lamp, which 
he drank eagerly. After lying in his cramped 
position for some time, working with his 
fingers to force a way through, he was horri- 
tiedto tind that he had worn the flesh to the 
bone, and the intense pain prevented further 
operations of that kind. Then there was an- 
other movement. The rocks and the narrow 
fissure widened, making a way through 
which he could creep comfortably on hands 
amd feet. Every minute of that terrible 
darkness seemed an eternity of time, but 
it was some relief when ke discovered 
at length a place in which he could 
stand erect. He knew he was inside the 
fall, that is, next the mountain, and that 
between himself and the outside world lay all 
that shattered mass of rock and coal. A 
fruitless effort was made to reach an air— 
shaft. Then Mr. Hosie thought by feeling 
his way in the rocks and learning thereby 
the direction of the break he might make 
his way to the main entrance. For several 
hours he groped about to ascertain the de- 
sired information. Swarmsof rats rushed 
squealing by him, and on various occasions 
he fearedthey would fall upon and devour 
him, but he m#nagedto fight his way sue— 
cesSfullv, and at length emerged into the 
main entrance be so eagerly sought. Here 
his thirst Was overpowering, and meeting a 


pool of water he lay down and 
put his lips to it, after which he 
was so completely overcome that he could 
not rise again. He was discovered in 


that position soon afterward by a party of 
miners and carried to his home, where his 
wife had been mourning him for dead. The 
clothing was torn from his body, his finger 
tips were worn to the bones, and he presented 
a sorry spectacle, but after careful nursing 
rallied again and soon afterward engaged in 
mining. 

He has filled several large railroad con- 
tracts at various times, aud in 1858 built a 
portion of the Covington and Ohio Railroad 
in Virginia, forwhieh that State still owes 
him 330,000, He was also interested as a 
mine owner in this county and in Schuylkill, 
and he was known as a man of great force of 
character. Mr. Hosie was born in 8tirling- 
shire, Scotland in 1512, and was a splendid 
type of the hardy, industrious Scottish race, 
which has done so much to develop the coal 
fields of Pennsylvania. 


Mushroom Culture la France. 
From the Garden. 

On arriving at Arcueil one is prepared to 
find some unusual industay carried on; the 
large tracts of undulating ground, unculti- 
vated and unfenced, covered with a scant 
growth of grass and weeds, with, dotted here 
and there, peculiar wooden air-shafts, look- 
ing ke dismantled wind-mills, makeup a 
picture of desolateness and neglect that is 
unique in the neighborhood of Paris. One’s 
tirstimpression on alighting at the station is 
that the place is ownerless. 
Serambling along the muddy track that did 
service for a pathway from the station, I 
struck the read on which Was the house of 
the **champisuoist’? to whom I had been di- 
rected. Behind the neatly kept house and 
garden was a yard, with some heaps of hot 
manure being turned by several men, one of 
whom was the proprietor. On reading my 
introduction he politely expressed his will- 
ingness to help me, and explained me mode 
of preparing tbe manure (the same as among 
us). He then led me to the door in the mid- 
dle of the yard that apparently opened into 
nothing. 
When this door was opened there came out 
a rush of confined air laden with the musty 
smell of mushroom spawn, bringing the 
conviction that a stay below to be pleasant 
would have to be short. Onashelf just in- 
side were some small spirit lamps fixed to 
straight wooden hanules about one foot long, 
two of which monsieur lighted. Taking 
onefor himself and giving one to me, he 
bade me follow him down a steep ineline, 
damp and slippery from the water trickling 
down the walis on both sides. 
At the bottom of the incline, which termin- 
ated in some steps, was a chamber about 
ten feet square, trom which branched off gal- 
leries about six feet wide, to all appearance 
winding like a maze inall directions. Ineach 
gallery there were three beds, one against 
each wall and one in the middle of the 
usual conical form, though only about eight- 
een inches or two feet high, cased with the 
white dust of the puiverized stone, which ! 
concluded,together with the perfect darkness 
and the absence of any covering over them, 
serves to give the Paris mushrooms the 
beautiful white skin for whieh they are sore- 
markable. Never before have I seen mush- 
rooms growing sothickly; they were liter- 
ally on top of one another, making it a diffi- 
cult performance to step between the beds 
without knocking some off.

THE AVERAGE RUSSIAN. 


A Capital Sort of Fellow Till He Tucks 
His Shirt In. 
From the London Telegraph. 

As for the Russians being “barbarians,“ 
and toa great extent incurably barbarous, 
that is a position susceptible ofa great deal 
of argument from many different points of 
view. The most familiar, most ad captan- 
dum, and perhaps the most unjust theory is 
that even the better educated and refined of 
Russians are at the best only coated with a 
thin veneer of civilization. ‘The great master 
of cynical terseness in expression, Prince 
Bismarck, has lent the immense weight of 
his celebrity and his repute for far-reaching 
sagacity in judging the characters of man- 
kindto the “veneering” and “barbarian” 
bypothesis in his famous dictum: The 
Russian is a capital fellow till he tucks his 
shiwtin.’”? To understand the tremendous 
force of this merciless resume ofthe Musco- 
vite character one must have lived in 
Raissia. Ivan Ivanovich, the moujik—peasant, 
droschky-driver, mechanic, porter, laborer, or 
what not—wears his shirt—usually a red cot- 
ton one—outside his other garments. All 
those familiar with Russian humanity know 
Ivan Ivanovich to be, on the whole, a “capi- 
tal fellow.“ He is brave, generous, affec- 
tionate and docile. He is a fervent devotee of 
the grossly idolatrous rites of the Russo— 
Greek Church, Which some Anglican ritual- 
ists are insane enough to think can, without 
much difficulty, be brought into communion 
With the Church of England. He is crassly 
ignorant: but he hasthe most reverence for 
the offices of the church, and does not think 
the worst of bis pope or priest when, in his 
village, he is oceasionally called upon to assist 
in carrying home from the dram-shop the ec- 


clesiastical dead drunk ona stretcher. Ivan 
himself gets tipsy whenever he has the 


chance of doing so; but he is the best natured 
of sots, and too much beer or vodka searcely 
ever makes him riotous or puguacious. Ine- 
briety rather incites nim to the shedding of 
maudlip tears, or to an excess of piety iu ex- 
pectorating to the right and lett in order to 
exorcise the devil. 

Truthiul he can scareely be said to be. He 
has been to recently a slave to be able to un- 
derstand the moral culpability of telling a 
lie, but he is passing honest. Ile is, in fine, 
„good wood,“ capable of being seasoned 
und fashioned to manv useful purposes, and 
he is in particular industirous, patient and 
submissive. He is not very inventive, but 
be has a curiously strong imitative faculty, 
almost Chinese in its coneentration and 
laborious fidelity to the thing to be imitated. 
Thence be can be taught to be an admirable 
cabinet-maker, an inlayer, an enamedist, a 
pottery painter, and a worker in metals. 
Similarly, bis womankind are the most 
skillful of embroiderers. He is very domes- 
ticated, amd very fond of his children, al- 
though he occasionally thrashes his wife. Of 
strong liquor, as I have hinted, he is pas- 
sionately fond; otherwise he is content to 
live on the simplest and coarsest fare. 
White bread he _ seldom tastes; “brick 
tea’’ is, after brandy, his favorite 
beverage; half-pickled ogurtsi, or dwarf 
cucumbers, enter largely into his diet, 
and, with bad drainage, help to give him ty- 
phus and the cholera; and he can sleep any- 
where—the top ofa stove is his most chosen 
resting place—quite indifferent as to bed- 
clothes. There is no braver soldier than [van 
Ivanovich when he is drawn for the con- 
scription, and cropped and shaven, and put 
into a hodden-gray gaberdine, with a spiked 
helmet on his head anda rifle in his hand. 
Dress him up in a gaudy livery, powder his 
bead, and put silken hose on his big calves, 
and he will make a stalwart and as obedient a 
lacquey. Put him onthe box ofa droschky, 
a sledge, or a carrtage, accoutre him in a blue 
eaftan, With a sash around his waistand a fur 
cap on his head, and let him hold the reins 
squarely, and he will drive you through the 
snowy perspectives“ of St. Petessburg for 
hour and hours—aye, and wait unmurmur— 


+ ingly outside the house where you are visit- 


ing or the restaurant at Which vou are dining, 
say fromSinthe evening until 2 or in the 
morning. 

Asa haek—Istvostchik, he systematically 
overcharges his fares—does not the shopkeep- 
er inthe Gostinnoi Dvor do the same —but 
he is good humoredly extortionate, is easily 
beaten down, and is never insolent. His re- 
proaches rarely extend beyond mild remon- 
strance. ‘‘Have you no fear of heaven’s 
wrath?’ an Istvostchik asKed me one day 
during this last journey, because I refused to 
disburse an additional ten kopecks. Another 
laid the fare which I had given him on the 
cushion of his sledge, buried his face in his 
hands and pretended to blubber like a child; 
While a third—a rare humorist he!—profess- 
ing toregard with mute bewilderment the 
five-and-twenty kopeck piece which I had 
handed him, bestowed it upon a beggar who 
was shivering in his rags on the steps of the 
portieo of St. Isaac’s Cathedral, and with an 
irresistibly droll expression of interrogation 
in his eyebrows, seemed to ask me whether I 


|} had meant the money for{himself or for the 
mendiecant in tatters. 


He got the best of me 
“all round,“ for I had not only, for his waz- 
gishness’ sake, to yieid to his demand for 
more kovecks, but to fee the beggar into the 
bargain. 


A Death-Bed Confession. 
Baltimore Special to Chicago Tribune. 
The little town of Crisfield, in the lower 
part of this State,is at present exercised over 
a singular sensation, Which proves only too 


| terribly the old axiom that the innocent are 


oftimes| made to suffer for the crimes of the 
guilty. The startling story is the death-bed 
confession to-day of zu dying woman, that she 
and her son, the latter recently deceased, 


were the murderers of a well-known 
merebant near Grisfield about eighteen 


years ago, for which crime two negroes were 
convicted and hanged. The woman who is 
alleged to have made the confession, the au- 
thorities for the present keeping the matter 
quiet,is one Patty A. Ward, living a few 


miles from Crisfield, She is dving with a 
cancer, and is said to be in great 
terror of meeting her Maker with 
so awful a crime upon her soul. It is 


understood that she has freely confessed the 
full details of the horrible affair, in which she 
discloses the fact that she, togetber with her 
son, murdered Azariah Dougherty who was 
found lying dead in his store in the latter 
part of the year 1862. When her son died a 
few montbs ago, in his last moments he 
gasped to his friends surrounding his bed- 
side that he wished to reveal something but a 
gesture from his mother prevented him. The 
object of the murder was plunder. At the 
time the tragedy Was committed suspicion 
rested upon two colored men, Who Were ar- 
rested and suffered the death penaliy for the 
crime, as above stated. It was known that 
Mr. Dougherty had considerable money, but 
none of it was found after the murder, either 
in the house or in the possession of the col- 
ered men. A penknife was, however, found 
in the pocket of one of the men which had be- 
lonzedto Mr. D., and that was the strongest 
point of cireumstantial evidence. on the 
scaffold both men protested their innocence 
tothe last, und one of them dea@ared ia a 
speeeh made on the galiows that the perpe- 
trators of the crime would be some time dis— 
covered, Although the story of the crime 
and the execution of the two colored men 
had long been forgotten, it is now revived 
with great excitement in the country town 
and inthis city, further developments being 
anxiously awuited.

How Messages Were Sent in Early Days 
— Gen. Stager’s Recollections. 
From the Detapit Free Press. 

ou are now out of the Western Union, 
I believe, General?’ said a reporter of the 
Free Press to Gen. Anson Stager. 

„f am still a Director in the Company, but 
hold no other office. I have long wanted to 
get out but never saw an opportunity before. 
When the consolidation came I saw my op- 
portunity. The truth is the telegraph grew 
up so fastfrom a scientific toy to a great, 
world-wide business that we were caught fast 
and held to it.“ 

“Your experience, General, has been a 
most remarkable one; and, speaking of the 
growth of telegraphy, the discovery of read- 
ing by sound must have been quite a devel- 
opment?” | 

„Mes,“ said the General, as he relighted 
his cigar and reflectively gazed at the smoke, 
‘it was a good step forward. I was one of 
the original Morse operators. Formerly, you 
may remember, we had registers and narrow 
strips of paper like tape wound around them. 
As the weights pulled the tape down past the 
instrument, the key marks ofthe Morse al- 
phabet would be indented, and from those 
indentations the operators read the messages 
on the tape.“ 

„Rather slow and tedious, and complicated 
with machinery.’’ 

was the first telegraph operator at Pitts- 
burg.“ continued Gen. Stager. ‘It was early 
in 1847; the wires then rst stretched across 
the Alleghenies. Quite a wonderful accom- 
plishmentin its way. But we didn’t do much 
business in those days. In fact half the work 
of the office was showing strangers how the 
instrumeats worked. ‘They would come in, 
gaze around, express their wonder, and ask 
the most singular questions. Many a time 
have I called on Philadelphia to tell how the 
weatber was for the information of Visitors. 
Thev would go into raptures at hearing that 
the thermometer stood so high or so low, or it 
was windy, rainy, or cleur.““ 

„Probably tbat was the original germ of 
the Weather Bureau?”’ 

‘‘T remember,” said the General, medita- 
tively, „that one day my little office was filled 
with a bevy of the first ladies, led by Mes. 
MeKay, a beautiful woman, wife of the 
leading bookseller of Pittsburg. For their 
cratification I asked Philadelphia the usual 
questions. The reply came ticking back, and 
l with apencil wrote onthe margin of the 
tupe beside each Morse character the common 
alphabetiead equivalent. In that way, of course, 
they could spell out for themselves the mes- 
sage, and they were greatly delighted with 
the performance. Mrs. MeKay took up the 
tape, weighted it in ber hands and said: ‘Now 
vou couldn't send any wider or heavier paper 


over the wires eoukd you?“ Everybody 
laughed at this view of it. She had an idea 


the tape stretched over the mountains from 
Philadelphia.“ 

„1 think, '' said General Stager, “that I 
was about the first to read messages by 
sound. Certainly Ibad read them before I 
knew of any one eise doing it. Erastus 
Brooks just abeut that time came to Pitts- 
burg and bought out the Gazette. It was a 
velv responsible duty to collect the tele- 
graphic dispatches, and the chief editor 
used to eome himself to my office for that 
purpose. The markets were sent in cipher. 
One day my register broke down while 
Brooks was waiting for the report. A 
steamer had just landedin New York and 
the news was important. Bui the register 
was in such a state that patching wouldn't 
do. Brooks was in despair. Now the office 
callofa telegraph stationis easily learned. 
You have ‘DE,’ foe instance, for Detroit. 
‘BU’ for Buffalo, and *H? for Cleveland—the 
‘C’s’ being tuken up somewhere else on the 
line. The constant reiteration of DE, DE, 
or BU, BU, or whatever the office call is, 
makes it familiar and as easily recognized as 
the sound ofa man's name. The very boys 
learn in short order. Of course in those days, 
just as now, our Office calls were recogniza- 
ble tothe ear. It was with this in mind that 
Isaid to Brooks, Wait a little and I'll try 
another plan.“ I expained matters to the 
operator atthe otherend, asked himto go 
slow, and between my knowledge of the ci- 
pher and the good-natured repetitions of 
each link of it by my down ast friend, I 
managed tu get the whole of the market re- 
poit. It came slow, but came intime. Brooks 
left a delighted man.“ 

„Now, General, that’s a historical fact 
worth noting.” 

J make no claims,“ continued Gen. Stager, 
“but I'll tell you my own experience. It was 
alwuys a question among us whether Mr. 
Barnes or Gov. Cornell was the first to read 
and send by sound. Some say it was Barnes, 
dome Cornell.“ 

he present Governor of New York?” 

The very same. Gov. Cornell was an old- 
time telegraph. operator.“ 

„Did the new improvement take?“ 

On the contrarv,’’ said the General, the 
officers fought against it. Every commercial 
message, they said. must be read from the 
tapes. They insisted that they wanted some- 
thing for àa record. We used to bundle upthe 
tapes and keep them for reference, to com- 
pure for errors and find out whether the re- 
ceiver or the sender was to blame. It was a 
long time before the officers discovered that 
such errors would be detected just as well 
from taking a letter-press copy of the mes- 


sage. But reading by sound is not the onlv 
thing. It hasimmensely increased the effi- 


ciency and capacity of the telegraph.”

attached to that, or, indeed, to any othe

NEW PULLMAN SHOPS. 
The Pullman Palace Car Company have ar- 
ranged to put up a large car repair shop in St 
Louis, and work has already commenced upon 
the excavations. The shops will be located on 
the corner of Twenty-first street and Scott 
avenue, which is convenient to the Union De- 
hot tracks. The lot purchased is 200 feet by 
126 feet. The building which will be erected 
will be about 125 feet square and large enough 
to accommodate twelve cars atatime. The plan 
of this building has not been fully 
perfected yet, but there will be nodelay on this 
account. As the structure willbe only one 
story in height it caneasily be pushed very 
rapidly. Mr. Wickes, the Superintendent of 
the company for St. Louis and the Southwest, 
is confident that it will be ready for use in sixty 
days. The importance of the shops to St. 
Louis will be better understood when it is sta- 
ted that they will give employment to over 200 
men. The lot occupied is Over 
half a block.

Atwenty thousand dollar damage suit for 
slander was filed to-day by Daniel W. Moody 
against Will C. Rood and J. D. O'Brien.

A Family Quarrelin This Ancient 
Order.

What Causes the Hitch in the Grievance 
Committee—To-Day’s Proceedings, 


‘ 
The Convention of the Ancient Order of Hi- 


bernians met this morning at St. Patrick’s 
Hall. The Grievance Committee, which had 
been in session all night and up to 6 a. m. this 
morning, made a partial report, admitting 
several delegates from Louisiana and Virginia. 
These delegates had previously stood by the 
removed National officers, but they have at 
length consented to recognize the present offi- 


cers, and have therefore been admitted. The 
Convention then adjourned until 2:30 this 
afternoon. 

The Committee on Grievances immediately 
resumed the consideration of the national offi- 
cers’ case, and expect to be able to report late 
this afternoon. The report is looked toas 
likely to produce a very excited discussion. 

This quarrel, which is causing so much dis- 
cussion and threatening disruption to the 
order, is an old one, and grew 
out of A desire to check the 
preponderance which the New York societies 
haa obtained in the management of the affairs 
of the organization. 

The Committee on Grievances was in session 
all day yesterday, considering the quarrel and 
endéavoring to healthe breach. The short 
sessions and adjournments of the Convention 
on the last two days are due tothe fact that 
this commitiee is not ready to report. 

The fight now brought forward is an oldone, 
and at one time it had split the order into two 
factions. The cause is as follows: In 1877 the 
National Convention adjourned without fixing 
any place forthe next meeting, and left with 
the National Directory the power to finish up 
all business. The Directory fixed Boston as 
the place of meeting forthe next year. The 
New York delegates refused to attend, and 
held a Convention of their oon. In 1879 they 
didthe same. Previous to 1878 all National 
Conventions had been held in New 
York, and the delegates of that State 
were anxious to retain this control. Last year 
the New York societies sent a deputation to the 
regular Convention at Philadelphia and a 
compromise was effected which re-united both 
branches of the order. After a while 
it was discovered that the terms of 
the agreement were not being car- 
ried out§gand National Delegate hiernan 
went to New York and insisted upon the ful- 
filnent of the agreement. Thaddeus Flanni- 
gan, National Secretarv, Bernard Doyle, 
National Treasurer, and P. Maguire, Vice 
National Delegate, became incensed at this 

attempted to remove hiernan. 

in turn, suspended the three 
men mentioned. Illis action was approved 
bythe Directory which met in Cincinnati on 
the 7th of December. These officers are now 
here and are asking for reinstatement. They 
claim to have 2,300 men behind, them but this 
is denied by their opponents. They have been 
before the Grievance Committee, and both 
their side and Kiernan's has been heard. 
It is very improbable that the 
committe will reportin favor of their reinstate- 
ment in office. It is even possible that the 
Convention may, in the report of the committee, 
expel the men mentioned, but this is not likely. 
Some of their friends would be satistied if 
Kiernan were also removed, but the more hot- 
heaced demand a reinstatement. A member 
of the order stated this morning that the com- 
mittee would probably support Kier- 
nan’s action, and that the new election 
of ofticers, which takes place before the Con- 
vention adjourns, would straighten out the 
mutter. The business of the Convention has 
been delayed by the fight, and the delegates 
do not expect to finish up before Saturday 
night.
